New Test on 
Pornographic 
Mailings

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


battle over sex through the 
mails has moved into the Su- 
preme Court with the first test 
of the government's power to 
guard mail-boxes against "pan- 
dering" advertisements. 


A group of mailers who traffic 


in "adult" books, magazines, 
films and sex paraphernalia lev- 
eled a series of constitutional 
objections at the 1967 law that 
gave citizens the right to control 
their mail, 
/The -maiiers' appeal is impor- 
tant for several reasons: (1) It 
could lead to a ruling killing the 
1967 law; (2) It could dampen 
Congress' willingness to enact 
even stronger legislation pro- 
posed in May by the Nixon ad- 
ministration; (3) It poses the 
first important test of the Bur- 
ger court's view of obscenity. 


The 1967 law provides that 


any person who receives an ad- 
vertisement he believes to be 
"eroticallv arousing" or "sex- 
ually provocative" may ask his 
local postmaster to direct the 
advertiser to stop sending mail 
to him. 


If the advertiser refuses to 


strike the name from his mail- 
ig list, the local U.S. attorney 
may move for an injunction. If 
the advertiser disobeys an in- 
junction he may be held in con- 
tempt of court. 


The law took effect April 15, 


1968. since then, the Post Office 
has issued about 10,000 orders to 
mailers to knock certain people 
off their mailing lists. Only once

Howev- 
er, the number of black actors 
playing "second bananas" to 
white heroes increased in the 
latest season. 


Concludes the MSU research- 


ers: "Television feels a need to 
project black Images, but really 
doesn't know how." 


The networks aren't likely to 


offer any realistic portrayals of 
black roles soon, Television has 
never been one to pioneer, and 
after the uproar over "violence 
and sex" the Industry Is offering 
as low a profile as possible In 
all areas in the coming season.

We have filled in the East 


and West hands so that you 
can see that the s p a d e 
f i n e s s e is going to work. 
Therefore, it is easy to see 
that it will pay declarer to 
take it at his one no-trump 
contract in a match point 
game. 


The play starts with West 


opening the queen of dia- 
monds. East takes his ace 
and returns the suit. South 
wins the trick, cashes four 
hearts and then must start 
on the spades. He can be 
sure of one no-trump by sim- 
ply taking the ace and king. 
He makes an overtrick with 
a successful finesse and goes 
down if the finesse fails. 


There is no problem in 


rubber bridge. He takes his 
contract. 


In match point duplicate, 


he must go after the over- 
trick. He has responded one 
no-trump to his partner's 
heart bid and knows that 
many other players will have 
raised to two hearts. Playing 
at two hearts, either North 
or South will make eight 
tricks w i t h o u t trying the 
spade finesse. He needs that 
eighth trick at no-trump to 
t r a n s f e r a poor score of 
plus-90 to a good score of 
plus-120. 


There is another reason to 


take the spade finesse at this 
one no-trump contract. It is 
possible, but not probable, 
that some East-West pairs 
will get into the bidding. 
They do have eight spades 
and almost half the high 
cards in their hands. Two 
spades will make if West 
holds the queen and go down 
one if East has it. Thus, one 
no-trump, down one, won't 
be a b o t t o m score if the 
spade finesse loses, while 
you will need that plus-120 
for two no-trump to beat any 
pair that defeats a two-spade 
c o n t r a c t one trick in the 
event the spade finesse wins.

THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Academy Makes Report- 
On Artificial Sweeteners 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Because there has been a 


great deal of confusion about 
the safety of artificial sweet- 
eners, a committee of the 
National Academy of Science 
made a thorough study of the 
matter. They found that, al- 
though saccharin and cycla- 
mate are both used, the con- 
sumption of cyclamate 
is 


about five times that of the 
former. About 70 per cent of 
the cyclamate consumed is 
found 
in carbonated 
soft 


drinks. A 12-ounce can con- 
tains 0.25 to one gram of this 
.substance. 


The 
Academy 
reported 


that, while an adult might 
safely consume five grams 
of cyclamate a day, pru- 
dence would limit the daily 
intake to 3.5 grams and for a 
child about 22.5 milligrams 
per pound of body weight a 
day. Even at higher levels 
of intake, however, the only 
side effects observed are a 
softening of the stools and 
an increased risk of sun- 
burn (increased photosensi- 
tivity). 


Occasionally, one h e a r s 


that, because these products 
are derived from coal tar, 
they are harmful. This is 
illogical, b e c a u s e aspirin 
and several other products 
that cannot be described as 
poisons in the usual sense 
are also derived from coal 
tar. If they were poisonous, 
the Food and Drug Adminis- 
t r a t i o n (FDA) would pro- 
hibit their sale. The coal tar 
derivative that has caused 
cancer in mice is in no way 
related 
chemically to the 


artificial sweeteners. 


After reviewing the Acad- 


emy's r e p o r t , the FDA 
recommended that products 
containing cyclamates 
b e 


labeled to show the sug- 
gested limits on its daily in- 
take and the total cyclamate 
content of the bottle or can. 
This should reassure 
the 


users of their safety—an im- 
portant measure in view of 
the fact that the per capita 
consumption of sugar in this 
country is now five times as 
great as it was 100 years ago

We have filled in the East 


and West hands so that you 
can see that the s p a d e 
f i n e s s e is going to work. 
Therefore, it is easy to see 
that it will pay declarer to 
take it at his one no-trump 
contract in a match point 
game. 


The play starts with West 


opening the queen of dia- 
monds. East takes his ace 
and returns the suit. South 
wins the trick, cashes four 
hearts and then must start 
on the spades. He can be 
sure of one no-trump by sim- 
ply taking the ace and king. 
He makes an overtrick with 
a successful finesse and goes 
down if the finesse fails. 


There is no problem in 


rubber bridge. He takes his 
contract. 


In match point duplicate, 


he must go after the over- 
trick. He has responded one 
no-trump to his partner's 
heart bid and knows that 
many other players will have 
raised to two hearts. Playing 
at two hearts, either North 
or South will make 
eight 


tricks w i t h o u t trying the 
spade finesse. He needs that 
eighth trick at no-trump to 
t r a n s f e r a poor score of 
plus-90 to a good score of 
plus-120. 


There is another reason to 


take the spade finesse at this 
one no-trump contract. It is 
possible, but not probable, 
that some East-West pairs 
will get into the bidding. 
They do have eight spades 
and almost half the high 
cards in their hands. Two 
spades will make if West 
holds the queen and go down 
one if East has it. Thus, one 
no-trump, down one, won't 
be a b o t t o m score if the 
spade finesse loses, while 
you will need that plus-120 
for two no-trump to beat any 
pair that defeats a two-spade 
c o n t r a c t one trick in the 
event the spade finesse wins.

Academy Makes Report 
On Artificial Sweeteners 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Because there has been a 


great deal of confusion about 
the safety of artificial sweet- 
eners, a committee of the 
National Academy of Science 
made a thorough study of the 
matter. They found that, al- 
though saccharin and cycla- 
mate are both used, the con- 
sumption of cyclamate 
is 


about five times that of the 
former. About 70 per cent of 
the cyclamate consumed is 
found 
in 
carbonated 
soft 


drinks. A 12-ounce can con- 
tains 0.25 to one gram of this 
substance. 


The 
Academy 
reported 


that, while an adult might 
safely consume five grams 
of cyclamate a day, pru- 
dence would limit the daily 
intake to 3.5 grams and for a 
child about 22.5 milligrams 
per pound of body weight a 
day. Even at higher levels 
of intake, however, the only 
side effects observed are a 
softening of the stools and 
an increased risk of sun- 
burn (increased photosensi- 
tivity). 


Occasionally, one h e a r s 


that, because these products 
are derived from coal tar, 
they are harmful. This is 
illogical, b e c a u s e aspirin 
and several other products 
that cannot be described as 
poisons in the usual sense 
are also derived from coal 
tar. If they were poisonous, 
the F9od and Drug Adminis- 
t r a t i o n (FDA) would pro- 
hibit their sale. The coal tar 
derivative that has caused 
cancer in mice is in no way 
related chemically to the 
artificial sweeteners. 


After reviewing the Acad- 


emy's r e p o r t , the FDA 
recommended that products 
containing cyclamates 
b e 


labeled to show the sug- 
gested limits on its daily in- 
take and the total cyclamate 
content of the bottle or can. 
This 
should reassure 
the 


users of their safety—an im- 
portant measure in view of 
the fact that the per capita 
consumption of sugar in this 
country is now five times as 
great as it was 100 yfiars ago

men on the moon, some 
among us ask, when sci* 


ence has known for a generation 
that the moon is a lifeless desert? 


But you have your answer lh 


the unmanned space flights 
to 


Mars, pictures from which are 
now being shown the American 
public. 


The moon is a vacant world, 


but science is by no means cer- 
tain that Mars doesn't sustain 
life of one sort or another. Mars 
does have an atmosphere, although 
suspected of containing unpleasant 
ammonia. Of all the planets Mars 
is the one that scientists think is 
most capable of supporting life— 
though fiercely divided on what 
kind of life it might be. 


The foremost proponent of the 


theory that there is intelligent 
life upon Mars was the late Am- 
erican astronomer Percival Lo- 
well, 1855-1916. Lowell was a most 
respected astronomer in his day, 
and the books that he wrote about 
his observations of Mars made him 
world famous. I read most of them. 


Mars 
has 
the equivalent of 


Earth's Arctic and Antarctic po- 
lar caps, and straight lines which 
see m to connect the polar re gions 
with tne equator. Lowell observ- 
ed that when the Arctic cap melt- 
ed in the spring the lines running 
toward the equator turned 
from 


brown to green—and the same 
thing happened in Antarctia in the 
fall. 


Arguing that straight lines don't 


exist in nature, Lowell developed 
the following theory: 


All planets gradually lose wat- 


er from their atmosphere, slowly 
with big planets and a strong force 
of gravity, but faster with small 
planets and lessened gravity. Mars 
being smaller than the earth it has 
lost much of its water, Lowell ar- 
gued, therefore a superior intel- 
lect dug canals from the two poles 
to make water available to the mid- 
belt of the planet twice a ygar. 
Vegetation revived by this-,Mar-~ 
tian irrigation system caused the 
lines (or canals) to turn 
from 


winter-brown to spring-green, he 
concluded. 


Half 
the scientific world ap- 


plauded Lowell, the other half 
scoffed— and the fight was on. 


It's been going on for a genera- 


tion— a dispute which may be close 
to settlement as scientists'newest 
instruments now get history's clo- 
set look at the fabled red planet. 


Mars is worth spending money 


on, a genuine challenge— whereas 
the moon was known in advance 
to be empty and dead. 


But only through the skills lear- 


ned in putting men on the moon 
can we hope to learn more about 
Mars and others in our solar sys- 
tem. 


And put in this light the spend- 


ing of millions to reach the moon 
was worth while.

Bennett's bill was bolstered 


by eight cosponsors whose posi- 
tions represent a change from 
last year, when they or their 
predecessors voted with the 41- 
3G majority in beating back an 
attempt to exempt shotgun, rifle 
and ,22-caliber rimfire ammuni- 
tion from the act. 


The law prohibits a person 


from buying, either in person or 
through the mails, any guns or 
ammunition outside the state in 
which he lives. 


In addition to exempting the 


ammunition from the law, Ben- 
nett's bill would also specify— 
and in effect cut back— the in- 
formation required of gun and 
ammunition buyers. 


Bennett has contended re- 


quirements 
by the 
Internal 


Revenue Service—which admin- 
isters the 1968 law—to have buy- 
ers provide physical descrip- 
tions, weapon caliber and serial 
number amount to "back door 
registration." 


Administration 
spokesmen 


from Treasury, the Justice De-

try. Part of the adventure was 
televised live July 20, but that 
was in black and white.

face. 


A second set of stills, released 


Tuesday

In substance, the U.S. experts 


feel the Russians have succeed- 
ed in re-equipping the shattered 
Egyptian air force and training 
substantial numbers of new pi- 
lots who, however, still fall 
short of matching the Israeli air 
force in combat. 


The U.S. assessments, gath- 


ered from a variety of sources, 
coincide with the judgments ex- 
pressed by Israeli military offi- 
cers stationed here. Egyptian 
military sources were not avail- 
able and Syrian spokesmen re- 
fuse to discuss military mat- 
ters. 


Sui-veying the outcome of re- 


cent air combat between the 
key Middle Eastern adversaries 
-the Israeli and the Egyptians 
—one U.S. general said: 


"The 
Egyptians 
obviously 


don't think they are 
strong 


enough to launch any major 
ground assault. 


"I can't conceive that they 


would dare cross the canal in 
force unless they had at least an 
even break in the air, which 
they don't have." 


The Russians have spent an 


estimated $2 billion since the 
summer of 1967 to refit the Arab 
armies and air forces, particu- 
larly the UAR and Syrian mili- 
tary establisliments, and to re- 
train troops arid officer corps. 


According to the latest intelli- 


gence information, the Arab 
countries outnumber the Israe- 
lis in military aircraft by 1,000 
to-about 350, in tanks about 2,500 
to J.OOO, and in men under arms 
about 445,000 to some 80,000. 
However, Israel can mobilize its 
reservists in 72 hours and raise 
Its forcestoabout275,000.
